this city, that Col. E. A. Stevenson had 
been appointed Governor of Idaho. The 
appointment, we believe, will meet with 
general satisfaction. It is the first ap- 
pointment of a citizen of Idaho for gov- 
ernor. 
Col. Stevenson is an old lesi- 


dent of the Territory and thoroughly 
identified with the interests of the peo- 
ple, and has often been a member of the 
legislature, as well as having held sev- 
eral important county offices. 
His ap- 


pointment is not fully tasteful to nil the 
Democrats, but we believe the dibaffec- 
tion comes from political family jars, 
and no'hing against Col. Stevenson in 
point of ability, integrity or square deal- 
ing as a citizen, and so far as Republi- 
cans are concerned, while they have 
really no voice in the selection of Demo- 
cratic officials, at the same time they are 
equally interested in seeing the places 
filled with good men, and in this np- 
pointment they will feel thut the office 
will be filled by a competent, fair-minded 
mni), who is ready and willing to do his 
duty fearlessly and independently of 
faction or through prejudice.

mornicg's edition, the'San Francdsc 
Chronicle prints an extended article on 
the standard silver dollar, which shouli 
be read by every one interested in th 
burning question thrust upon the conn 
try by the banking interest of the East 
Its object is to illustrate how utterly tin 
trustworthy are the assertions of thi 
advocates of the single gold standard 
No person, after studying the evideno 
presented, will for a moment believ 
that men who made such a dismal fail 
ure in the prophetic line in 1878, can bi 
true prophets in 1885. 


The article shows that the most pronv 


inent opponents of the remonetization 
of the silver dollar of 412% grains made 
the following false predictions: They as- 
serted that the pessage of the Bland bil 
would injure the public credit and cause 
great loss to the Government by pre 
venting refunding at a lower rate of in- 
terest than 6 per cent.; they deelarec 
that all the gold would be driven out of 
the country ii the Bland bill passed 
they iterated and reiterated the opinion 
that the Government coultf not by its 
flat make a silver dollar, coined at 
ratio of sixteen to one, circulate by the 
side of gold when the market ratio of 
bullion 
silver and gold was about 


eighteen to one, and they were sure that 
a great appreciation in prices would re- 
sult from forcing what they persisted in 
terming a depreciated dollar on tho peo- 
pie. 


These were the predictions. 
And 


they were made by such men aa Ed- 
munds, Bayard, Blaine, GarfielJ, Hew- 
itt, not to speak of a host of men who 
fill a smaller apace in the public eye. 
The newspapers in the money centers, 
especially the great dailies of New York, 
repeated the predictions and warmed 
them over and over in leading editorials. 
And now, after nearly oight years of ex- 
perience, we can see how far from the 
mark ware these false prophets. 


The entire debt since then has boon 


refunded, much of it at a rate as low us 
3 per cent ; there is twice as rauuh gold 
in the country as there was when ths 
Bland bill was under discussion ; tho 
silver dollar everywhere in the United 
States will bay as much of any commod- 
ity as a gold dollar, and prices are much 
lower than they were in 1878. 


Under the circumstances the silver 


men are justified in calling the advo- 
cates of the single gold standard false 
prophets, whose predictions deserve no 
more consideration than the passing 
summer breeze. 


There is now great complains made at 


the abundance of five-dollar gold pieces. 
Silver dollars are given a rest for the 
time being, while the money cranks 
take a turn at gold. We have yet to 
find a man or woman who would re- 
fuse either a silver dollar or a five-dollar 
gold piece—in fact, like Oliver Twist, 
they cry for more and are never satis- 
fied. The bankers are getting to be al- 
together 
too 
particular—money 
is 


money, whether silver or gold, and the 
banks ought to be made to realize the 
fact in iti tallest sense. 


The President has departed from the 


principle laid down in the democratic 
platform, requiring Territorial appoint- 
ments to be made from residents of tbe 
Territory, because New Mexico and Ari- 
zona politicians are divided into so 
many petty factions that those who 
know the Territories well say it would 
be difficult for any administration to 
secure good 'government there by the 
appointment of residents.

Shirley, of the California State Prison 
at San Quentin, has been prepared. It 
shows what has been accomplished in 
the five departments of industry. All 
were profitable. The total earnings of 
the prison amounted to $67,605 38, ex- 
clusive of $17,702 24, per diem paid to 
prisoners employed directly in the man- 
ufactaring departments, or over 26 per 
cent of the total earnings.

Boadly was the leader of the Democracy 
and Foraker of the Bepnblicans, as they 
now are. Then both parties advocated 
tariff. Then the Prohibitionists were 
in the field. To-day apparently the 
fight is triangular with Rev. Leonard 
a»the leader of the Prohibitionists, but 
as a matter of fact, be is only an ally 
to the Democracy. 
Early in the cam- 


paign he declared himself openly against 
Foraker, said he must be defeated, and 
has used his utmost endeavors to that 
end. His followings as in other cam- 
paigns, when the contest was close, are 
bolstered up by Democratic money. 
Two years ago, the Scott Law, which 
practically was high license, a Kepubli- 
caa measure, was bitterly opposed by 
the Democracy and 
liquor interest. 


As a fact, that law put about two million 
dollars into the State and county treas- 
uries. A Democratic Supreme Conrt 
pronounced the law unconstitutional, 
This took from the State annually two 
millions of revenue fronj the liquor 
traffic, which had.to be raised 
from 


other sources. This reached the pocket 
of the moneyed classes of all parties, 
and had its influence. Besides the sa- 
oon men who had paid their taxes, 
brought suit to recover them back. 
This the Democratic Supreme Conrt 
said'they could not do. This looked to 
he saloon men as if the Court was 
blowing hot aad cold. This, with the 
character of the Democratic legislation 
or two years past, with Hondly's mis- 
ake at(d the prestige of last year's vic- 
ory, nearly assures the success of the 
Republican party. 
The contest has 


teen more hotly engaged in than it 
would have been, because tbe next 
legislature will elect a United States 
enator to succeed John Sherman. 
Of 


our&e the Administration wants anoth- 
r Democratic Senator from Ohio and 
bere are many Democrats there who 
want to be Senators. Hoadly has an- 
lounced himself as a candidate for that 
iosition, and again accepted the uomi- 
lation for Governor, thinking to make 
iis election suite. 
It is claimed that his enemies and 


ivals will throw their influence to defeat 
im, but all factions will put their 
houlders together to secure the Legis- 
ntnre. 


There is apparently no such combined 
Sorts of the saloon men as there were 
wo years ago. This makes the outlook 
much better for the election of a Bepub- 


can Governor and both branches of the 
egislature. 
The Democratic strong- 


old is in the large cities, where the 
Tossest frauds have been committed in 
the past. The frauds have stood but 
boldest in Cincinnati. 
The system of 


registration that has been adopted for 
that city is claimed to be defective and 
open to abuse, and that false registra- 
tion is being made by the wholesale. 
With a fair election, full vote, and hon- 
est count, Ohio is Republican, and we 
have faith that to-day she will give to 
the State a Republican Governor and a 
Bepublican majority in both Houses, 
which will insure to -the Nation another 
able United States Senator to serve the 
nest six years. 


NEVADA STATE L&HIMS. 


The San Francisco Call says: 
The •experiment which the State of 


Nevada is DOW making in the sale of its 
public lands does not promise well. A 
great portion of the public land of the 
State has been practically reduced to 
private possession by the practice of 
cattlemen of taking up such tracts as 
contain water supply. Owing to the 
general aridity of tbe State, this pre- 
vents other settlers from locating in 
the immediate vicinity, and the fortu- 
nate owner of a spring, or of lands 
bordering a stream or lake, has the con- 
trol of thousands of acres in the neigh- 
borhood. The State lands havs to con- 
tend in the market with the railroad 
lands and the United States domain. 
The railroad company has made a new 
departure by laying off its property in 
ranges, each of which has its own water 
supply. 
This shuts off the practical 


grabbing of large tracts by the purchase 
of smaU ones containing water. 
Tbe 


State land is not segregated from that 
of the United States until after sale, 
and a settler may make application 
either to the State or the United States. 
In the former case, the land is then 
confirmed to the State, whence the lo- 
cator will draw title. 


Recently the Board of Regents having 


control of the State lands doubled the 
price per acre of some of them, with 
the idea of making the sales more profit- 
able to the State. 
The measure ha& 


called out much discussion from the 
local press, the weight of opinion in- 
clining against it. It appeared to be 
unwise to put up the price in the face 
of competition from both the United 
States and the railroad, and a falling off 
of transactions was prophesied. 
Re- 


sults thus far prove the correctness of 
this view. 
During the week ending 


October 2d, applications at tbe State 
Land Office aggregate only 840 acres, 
of which 560 were at the old rote of 
$1 25 an acre, and only 280 at tbe 
doubled price. During the same week 
of last month, prior to the order of the 
Board of Regents increasing the price, 
applications were made for 8,330 acres, 
a falling off of which seems to justify 
the criticism of the action of the Board.

Capital yesterday. 
Architect Curtis 


submitted a report showing the umounl 
of work completed to date on the new 
University building nt Beno. A num- 
ber of bills were approved, and Secre- 
tary Noteware was instructed to notify 
the Commissioners of Washoe county 
that Controller Hollock had declined to 
draw any warrants against the appro 
priation for $10,000 passed by the Leg- 
islature at its last session in aid of the 
construction of the University building 
until he is officially notified that the 
provisions of the law have beeu com- 
plied with in respect to the payment by 
Washoe county to Elko county of $20,- 
000. The Secretary was further in- 
structed to inform the Washoe Commis- 
sioners tbnt any further delay in the 
matter of tbe paym-nt of this money 
would seriously embarrass the work of 
construction, 
The Board then pro- 


ceeded to the election of an Assayer and 
Mining Engineer of the State University. 
Mr. Frank C, Fielding, of Virginia City, 
was thereupon elected, his compensa- 
tion to be $250 per month, and his ser- 
vices to begin on November 19th. Tbe 
election of a Principal of tbe Academic 
Department was postponed until the 
next meeting. Regent Rand offered the 
following : 


It is ordered that tbo order made by 


the Board on the 7th day of September, 
1885, fixing the price of lands granted 
by the United States to the State of Ne- 
vada, be and the same is hereby re- 
scinded and repealed, and the price of 
such lands be fixed at the same rate 
that they wore at the time said order 
was made. 


After considerable discussion tbe fora- 


going motion was lost, Regent Rand 
voting aye and Kegeuts Getchell avid 
Shaw voting no.

thorough inspection of this mining dis- 
trict I have found developments that 
fnlly convince ma of the existence of 
saveral paying gold and silver bearing 
lodes. 
Among them, and the most 


prominent, are those owned and at 
present being -worked by Messrs. Wil- 
lard & McDonald. 
Thess gentlemen 


located their claims some foar years 
ago, since which time they have mined 
and milled something like four hundred 
tons of ore, yielding in the aggregate 
over ten thousand dollars, the ore aver- 
aging over $27 per ton. Coming into 
this district as they did without a dollar, 
without any knowledge of the character 
of the ores they -were to encounter, with 
no roads in the district, or facilities of 
any kind to aid them, they at once 
commenced to develop the Orphans' 
mine, and to-day have a ledge exposed 
for over one thousand feet on the sur- 
face and to the depth of one hundred 
and seventy-five feet, at this point they 
find their richest ore, working by com- 
mon wet iaiU proceBS over $100 per 
ton. It is proper to state here that with 
a hand mortar they produced $920 from 
less than one thousand pounds of ore. 
After their hand-power experience they 
put up a horse-power, running two 
stamps of 150 pounds each, amalgam- 
ating in tha battery and on 
silver 


plates. This soon became insufficient 
for the yield of their mine, when they 
converted tha same into a water-power 
mill, using a 20-foot overshot wheel, 
the water coming from a creek ia the 
adjoining hills about five miles fiorn 
the mine. The capacity of this mill is 
about two and oue-half tons per day. 
Only one man is employed stoadily 
outside of ths owuors, although in the 
Winter season dome extra force has been 
found to bo of great advantage in the 
long tunnel they are now driving, tho 
present length of which, through hard 
blasting rock, is 3GO feet; 20 feet more 
will strike the ledge when the expense 
of hauling the ore both through the 
mine and to the mill will be reduced 
fully one-half.
